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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because is utilizes the word "Disclosed" and 
it is over 150 words in length. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc.

This application has since been issued. The examiner respectfully requests that the parent 
application information be updated in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 59 and 66-69 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 59 and 66-69 are dependent on a claim that has been 
cancelled. Please note that if applicant amends claim 67 to be dependent on claim 50, it will be 
a substantial duplicate of claim 70 and subject to an objection under 37 CFR 1.75. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 50-56, 61-65 and 70 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although Owen et al. 
(4,972,846) shows a first porous PTFE layer (14) having a porosity that is adapted to bleed gas 
away and a second PTFE layer adapted to prevent tissue in-grov^h formed over the first layer, 
Owens does not shows a third layer pf PTFE adjacent the second layer that is adapted to promote 
tissue in-grov^h. Owens teaches the first layer (14) is paced next to the myocardium (see col. 6, 
lines 42-49), therefore, the second layer (12) faces would face outward from the myocardium. It 
does not appear that applying a third layer of PTFE adapted to selectively promote tissue in- 
growth adjacent to the second layer (which faces outward from the myocardium) would be 
obvious in light of the teachmgs of Hirschberg. By adding a third layer of PTFE to the second 
layer (12) of Owens, it would most hkely promote tissue in-grov^h with the pericardium or 
skeletal muscles in the vicinity of the heart and cause the electrodes to lose intimate contact with 
the myocardium. Furthermore, Owens teaches suturing the electrodes in place over portions of 
the heart (Col. 6, luies 46-49) thereby obviating the need for tissue in-grovy^h. 

8. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
